Who remembers Horatio Alger? 
(Only those 50 years or more of 
age.) 

In his time he 
was the Amer- 
ican symbol... 
the man who 
clawed his way 
up to marry the 
boss’ daugh- 
ter and become 
a titan of in- 
dustry or busi- 
ness. 

Nothing more 
clearly illus 

trates the slow, “hever-ceasing 
change which has come to us as 
the industrial revolution mecha- 
nized agriculture and _ brought 
more and more people to cities 
and towns to take the new jobs 
in the new processing plants and 
factories . . . than the disappear- 
ance of the Horatio Alger symbol. 

The current issue of the Har- 
vard Business Review, in discuss- 
ing the changes in the character 
of American capitalism wrought 
by the years, notes the passing of 
“the gilded age.’’ | 

“The rich industrialist or mer- 
chant no longer displays his opu- 
lence by building magnificent 
mansions on the hill overlooking 
his employes below. He no longer 
flaunts his wealth with diamond 
stickpins and beaver top hats. 
His wife is no longer ‘pack horse’ 
loaded with the evidence of his 
success. The age of conspicuous 
expenditure is gone, and not sim- 
ply because of the income tax or 
the fear of arousing left-wing ire.” 


Change 

The Review notes today’s in- 
dustrial chieftain ‘‘truly and con- 
scientiously practices inconspicu- 
ousness in dress, home and man- 
ner.” 

‘‘The Gray Flannel Suit,’’ and 
the even more _ conservative 
“Charcoal Gray” are his “uni- 


forms.” 

The “sutonomous man,” the 
merchant-banker whose mansion 
dominated each small town; the 
industrial tycoon whose baronial 
home stood on a hill above the 
smoke-filled valley where the fac- 
tories and the mill village were 
—he is no Horatio Alger part of 
today’s business and_ industrial 
picture. 

There was this to be said about 
t h e ‘“‘public-and-competitors-be 
damned” figure of the gilded 
age. 

He got where he was because 
he had ideas and courage and 
gambled on both. He did not be- 
lieve in ‘‘tair trade.’’ He studied 
ways and means to cut prices if 
he could thereby eliminate a com- 
petitor. It was not without reason 
that this age in the progress of 
the industrial revolution was de- 
signated as that of the ‘Robber 
Barons.”’ But, they did have a 
personal dynamic. 
Bigness 

As they died off, and as indus- 
trial climate changed, their sons 
and grandsons more often than 
not played it safe. Few were 
dynamic. Most sought to safe- 
guard what had been left them. 
They were easily persuaded to 
join with the men with new ideas. 
These saw that the new economy 
demanded a combination of small 
units so that more efficient ‘‘big- 
ness’’ could solve the consumer 
and service demands of a rapidly 
growing population and steady 
concentration of it in cities. 

Today’s housewife, shopping at 
a modern, serve-yourself grocery 
store, with its own parking lot, 
its mechanized counter which 
moves the packages alang to the 
checker, would find it difficult to 
believe there were states which 
passed anti-chainstore laws and 
many which had a great legisla- 
tive struggle over the issue. There 
is always resistance to change. 

The Harvard Business Review 
sees just one real threat to the 
new era in the dynamic American 
capitalism. It is that of bureau- 
cratic stagnation in the field of 
ideas. Today's ‘‘Manmagement”’ 
worries because there is a short- 
age of executive talent with 
‘‘ideas.’’ Yet the inevitable bu- 
reaucracy of bigness discourages 
aggressiveness of ideas and 
speech in the lower echelons. A 
business must be ‘‘authoritarian.”’ 
Top executives must make deci- 
sions. But, too many, finds the 
Harvard Review, thereby create, 
perhaps unconsciously, an atmo- 
sphere in which only they can 
show “‘initiative and innovation- 
ary drive.”’ The employes tend 
to play it safe. If he becomes con- 
spicuous or ‘“‘known’”’ by advanc- 
ing ideas or suggestions . .. or 
criticism ... he risks becoming 
unfavorably regarded. He prefers, 
therefore, to be inconspicuous. 

Horatio Alger is dead. But the 
future demands ideas and initia- 
tive—or it will stagnate as did 
European capitalism.

Slowly but surely Ambassador Cooper, 
too, won the confidence and support of 
the Indian government. It is a pity to 
lose him there. He previously had re- 
fused, saying he wanted to remain in 
India. But a personal appeal from the 
President, who had given him the ap- 
pointment, could not be resisted.

Mrs. Leon Trotsky Adds 
To Red Leaders’ Woes 


Leon Trotsky’s widow has made an 
appeal to the peoples of Russia to over- 
throw the government headed by Stalin’s 
associates who were closest to him in his 
last years. These are the years now ad- 
mitted by these present rulers to have 
been the worst of Stalin’s long life of 
cruelty and murderous design. 

The appeal will have no direct re- 
sult. But it will be just another burden 
for Bulganin and Khrushchev to carry. 
Also it will make them fret the more. 
Even they will be forced to admit, though 
privately, that “In the end no admissions 
and promises can save the decayed Stalin- 
ist oligarchy.” 

She was accurate, too, when she said 
that Lenin was closer to Stalin and had 
more confidence in him. It was Stalin, 
she said, who had her husband, Trotsky, 
hunted down and murdered in Mexico 
City in 1940. It was Trotsky, not Stalin, 
who conceived the idea of Russian in- 
dustrialization. 

Her speech, on tape, will be broad- 
cast again and again—to Russia and the 
troubled satellites. History, in the form 
of events, will demonstrate the value of 
her undermining propaganda.

The State Patrol Needs 
Help of All Citizens 


Col. W. C. (Peck) Dominy, director 
of the State Department of Public Safety, 
said Sunday on an Atlanta Constitution 
“Press Gallery” TV program that re- 
quired inspection of all automobiles and 
trucks by certified garages and dealers 
would be one helpful bit of legislation 
which could be adopted in behalf of 
safety. 

Almost 17,000 persons have been 
killed in auto crashes in Georgia alone 
since the patrol began keeping records 
in 1937. This is almost half the total 
American casualties in the desperate 
fighting in Korea which extended across 
four years. 

Referring to a July 4 crash near Grif- 
fin which killed six persons, Deputy Di- 
rector W. A. Jones added that if that many 
persons had died from unknown causes 
in any community, the local people and 
others over the state would have joined 
in a search to find the cause and then 
done something about eradicating it. But 
there is some resistance to doing any- 
thing about speed and reckless driving. 

Many courts impose suspended sen- 
tences or very light ones.

Ii.view speeding as a sort of contest 
with the patrol.

Marvin Griffin’s orders to 
use all means to stop “this awful killing” 


included the phrase, “hide when neces- 
sary.”’ No person can do other than com- 
mend this order. Whatever is necessary 
must be done, 

The patrol needs the active support 
of every citizen, every civic club, every 
newspaper, radio and TV station to sell 
the idea of safety. Even more important 
is the need for additional legislation born 
of experience and uniform enforcement 
of existing laws.

Tourist Trade Thrives 
From Mountains to Sea 


Tourism, the science of exchanging 
hospitality, scenery and climate for dol- 
lars, rapidly is becoming one of Georgia's 
leading industries. . 

Census bureau compilations from 
Washington show that since the end of 
World War II, modern accommodations 
such as motels, have increased in Geor- 
gia by 56 per cent and the income from 
them has jumped from $3,078,000 to 
$11,663,000. 

These figures are for bed only. The 
tourists’ board bill must be something 
astronomical, while their contributions. to 
retail trade channels, the sales tax and 
the gasoline tax are something else 
again. 

Georgia never has had a crop so easy 
to cultivate and so profitable to harvest 
as the tourist crop. It grows year round, 
and thrives equally well along the palm- 
lined coast or in the balsam-scented 
mountains. 

The state’s geographic location, scenic 
beauty and points of historical interest 
give it an edge in this highly competi- 
tive game. Speed traps and bad roads, 
and Georgia has too many of each, harm 
this trade. But the day will come when 
public opinion will abolish speed traps 
and federal funds will make our main 
roads the equal of any.

White House Reassures 


Our Far East Friends 


Vice President Nixon took no official 
message to Chiang Kai-shek from Pres- 
ident Eisenhower. But he did assure the 
ruler of Formosa he had never heard the 
President so much as “suggest” any 
change in attitude concerning the ad- 
mission of Red China to the United Na- 
tions. Nor were there any plans “at the 
present time” to have Secretary Dulles 
meet with China’s Communist premier, 
Chou En-lai. 

This certainly is true. The fall meet- 
ing of the U.N. and the 1956 election 
will come roughly at the same time. The 
United States will do all in its power to 
prevent the election of Communist China 
to a U.N. seat. It may or may not suc- 
ceed. 

Egypt’s recognition of the Mao Tse- 
tung government and the leaning toward 
such action by other Arab states has led 
the United States to begin a reevaluation 
of its Egyptian policy. And with it a 
reappraisal of the Middle Eastern situa- 
tion. 

It is possible Egypt may be able to 
bring enough new votes to put Red China 
in the U.N. All this troubles the ad- 
ministration the more because it is a po- 
litical year. It is not possible to discuss 
or take positions without setting up a 
political din which would prove greatly 
harmful not merely to the administra- 
tion, but to the country’s security. 

Since there could be no “official mes- 
sages,” Nixon was sent to the coun- 
tries of the troubled area as a symbol 
and a reassurance of White House aware- 
ness of their existence and their prob- 
lems,

Why Are Most Schools in the State I gnoring 


Life-Saving Course of Driver Education? 


Atlanta—Thank you for your ex- 
cellent editorial, ‘‘All High Schools 
Need Driver Training Courses,” 
which appeared in the July 2 edi- 
tion. 

If every parent in Georgia knew 
the value of high school driver ed- 
ucation — that it would increase 
their children’s chances to live, I 
feel sure that every one of the 675 
Georgia high schools would have 
the course instead of only 159. 


In regard to the training of teach- 
ers which is so vital to the pro- 
gram, I would like to call your at- 
tention to the program being car- 
ried on now at the University of 
Georgia, South Georgia Teachers 
College and Fort Valley State Col- 
lege. Fifty-six teachers, with 41 
aided by Allstate Foundation schol- 
arships, are being taught at the 
University of Georgia and Fort 
Valley State College. Thirty-one 
are receiving training at South 
Georgia Teachers College. 

Since the Allstate Foundation 
scholarship program started in 
1953, 246 teachers have been qual- 
ified to teach driver education. I 
have been informed that more than 
700 teachers have been certified to 
teach driver education since the 
first teacher training classes were 
held in the late 40s. Yet we have 
only 159 schools giving this vital 
course and only 15 per cent of the 
eligible students receiving the 
training! 

In view of the lives saved, it 
would appear that no community in 
the state could afford to ignore this 
life-saving course for high school 
students.

On Fluoridation Issue 


Atlanta — With all the discus- 
sion being promoted in connection 
with fluoridation, one would think 
that the problem was based upon 
something really critical, like 
cancer. 

A big argument existing -against 
fluoridation is that we do not have 
sound scientific evidence about its 
long-term effects. These are not 
measured in years but in decades. 

Before we adopt fluoridation we 
need proven answers to such ques- 
tions as the following: 

Are effects of fluorides accumu- 
lative? What are the allergic ef- 
fects? What effects are produced 
on the blood-producing mechanism 
over a long period of time? What 
is the effect upon the incidence of 
leukemia? What is the effect upon 
polycythemia? What effects are 
produced upon the blood in gen- 
eral? What effects are produced 
after 20, after 40, after 60 or 70 
years of taking fluorides in the 
quantities put in the water? What 
are effects upon old people hav- 


Criticism of Supreme Court 
Often Distorts True Picture 


All the censure of the Supreme Court, as Strom Thurmond noted

is not addressed in Southern accents. 


Some states 


in agreement with the desegregation decision are fretted with the 
court for rejecting state sedition laws. The court’s overriding of state 
right-to-work laws rasped other areas of sentiment. 


Still another ripple of reaction 
coursed from various decisions 
of the court on civil liberties. 


Not since the ’30s has the court 
been so beset by critics and been 
so much a target of constant criti- 
cism. And not since then have 
congressional carpenters. been so 
tempted toward new attempts to 
curb and halter the court. Seventy 
court-curbing bills now before Con- 
gress testify to a generality of 
unrest. 

If there is cause in the protest, 
however, there also is caprice and 
unwisdom in the demands for con- 
gressional carpentry. If there is 
reason for criticism, there is over- 
simplification and distortion in the 
stating of it. 

One misconception of the court 
resulting from shotgun criticism 
is that it is a single-minded body 
of men bent on destruction of 
U.S. liberties, that New Dealing 
Democrats have control of it and 
that it is systematically destroy- 
ing the states. 

Far from representing a una- 
nimity of view, the nine justices 
often are rather bitterly divided. 
The majority position swings from 
liberal to conservative elements. 

As to the New Deal influence, 
two Republican appointees, Earl 
Warren and John Marshall Har- 
lan, tend to be more liberal than 


Democratic appointees such as 
Stanley Reed and Sherman Min- 
ton. 


The Supreme Court clearly is 
out of step with large elements 
of U.S. citizens. But so it was in 
the ‘30s and there is no better 
argument now for diminishing its 
powers and curbing its functions 
than there was then. 

Only by keeping itself in con- 
sonance with the conscience of the 
average citizen has the court been 
able to achieve a somewhat mi- 
raculous prestige which enables its 
writ to run effectively among 48 
states and hundreds of ethnic 
groups. ; 

Certainly the justices have faults 
and these have been reflected in 
some of their decisions. 

These are the faults of men, 
however, and not of the court. The 
remedy lies in better appointments. 

Over the years the court has 
kept remarkably well in touch 
with the main stream of national 
life, never being for long a cap- 
tive of any particular view or 
group. 

Congress has means to change 
the effect of the court's decisions 
without trying to change the na- 
ture of the court. It should de- 
pend. on those means, keeping 
faith with its own precedent of 
the ’30s. ;

President’s Decision 


Hangs in Balance 


WASHINGTON—Should President Eisenhower 
decide not to run, it will come as no surprise to 
a number of correspondents and other observers 


whose views run strongly against the current of speculation that there 
can be no doubt he will say yes again. ‘There is doubt in the minds 
of some pretty experienced people here and this minority view 


deserves to be reported. 

It is true that the medical re- 
ports from Gettysburg continue to 
be uniformly favorable. It is true 
that the White House staff is far 
more confident this time that he 
will not withdraw than they were 
after the heart attack. 

But there is a minority opinion 
which cannot be totally dismissed 
and I am not referring to those 
Democrats who would like to see 
the President get well and also de- 
cide not to run. 

Those who doubt that the Presi- 
dent will accept renomination 
count themselves his well-wishers 
and their reasons are these: 

1. They feel it will be much 
more difficult for the President to 
say yes this time because the near- 
ness of the convention does not 
give him time to test his recovery 
under normal working conditions. 

After his heart attack Eisenhow- 
er went back to nearly a full 
working schedule for about two 
months. He had taken a rest in 
Florida, returned to the White 
House and just before making his 
final decision spent 10 days shoot- 
ing quail and tramping in the tall 
grass on Secretary Humphrey’s 
plantation at Thomasville, Ga. He 
had ample time to measure his fit- 
ness at work and at play. 

Now Eisenhower has relatively 
little time to do either before he

must make known his intention. 
The judgment of some is that he 
is more likely to say no because 
he hasn't adequate opportunity to 
test his stamina under a normal 
work load. | 

2. It is a greater risk to con- 
tinue in the presidency after two 
serious illnesses than after one. 
Eisenhower is not concerned about 
the risk to himself. He could well 
be very concerned about the risk 
to the presidency. 

3. Finally there is the influence 
of the President’s family. Mrs. Ei- 
senhower and Maj. John Eisenhow- 
er, their son, have always been 
opposed to the second term. You 
can imagine how much stronger 
erguments they have today than 
after his recovery from the heart 
attack. 

And what-.about Dr. Milton Ei- 
senhower, the brother to whom the 
President most frequently turns for 
counsel? At a White House dinner 
of political intimates on Jan, 13, 
1956, unreported at the time, Ei- 
senhower did not get a unanimous 
appeal that he run. 

Milton made no such appeal. 

There is no one who talks less 
about the President than Milton 
Eisenhower but it is also my im- 
pression that he has never favored 
his brother’s running again and is 
now less disposed to it than ever.

Materialistic Only? 


WASHINGTON—It is worth while to take a 


good, second look at the. defeat administered by 

the House of Representatives last weekend for 

federal aid for school construction. For it offers a mirror whereby 
we may see something of ourselves in this particular period—of our 
values and our standards and of our political leadership. 


This last, our political leader- 
ship, was revealed to be barren, 
inept and shortsighted in the sorry 
performance which killed the 
school bill for this Congress—and 
that goes fm the leadership em- 
bodied both in the Democratic 
Party which controls Congress and 
in the Republican Party which con- 
trols the executive branch of our 
government. 


The pell-mell rush of Republi- 
cans to vote against the measure 
on final passage, deserting the Ei- 
senhower administration, indicated 
a weakness in White House leader- 
ship which may reflect the relax- 
ation on the reins due to the Pres- 
ident’s illness. A majority of Re 
publicans voted against the bill: a 
majority of Democrats voted for 
it. 

Is there a commentary on our 
evaluation of our standards in this 
fiasco on the school bill in the 
House as contrasted with what 
happened.on another measure a 
few weeks ago? 

Congress voted $26,650,000,000 of 
federal money for highway con- 
struction, with the states to pro- 
vide $4,650,000,000 for a total of 
$31,300,000,000, and now the House 
refuses $1,600,000,000 for schools to 
educate our next generation for a 
world that demands more and bet- 
ter education if we are to compete 
and. survive in this age of science. 

We spend federal money to build 
roads to schools, but begrudge it 
in a comparatively meager sum to 
build decent schoolhouses along 
those same roads. We do indeed 
get confused in our thinking. There 


are Other issues, too, which were 
allowed to complicate the school 
bill. 

One was integration. There is, of 
course, no segregation, about high- 
ways. Negroes can use them the 
same as whites. But with schools 
it’s different so far as Southern 
states are concerned. : 


For another thing, industry, 
which speaks with a much more 
powerful voice in Congress than do 
our educators, will reap profitable 
business from the building of roads 
planned under the highway pre 
gram. Under that pressure Col 
gress worked much harder to iron 
out differences over the highway 
bill than did anybody in Congress 
to try to reach a solution for the 
school construction measure, #4 


It seems to be a matter of emn- 
phasis today. We are obviously*in 
a materialistic era—and a signeis 
what happened about highways 
and schools, ; 

There was a mixture of motives 
in the House fight over the school 
bill which combined to defeat the 
school construction measure. It 
produced the sort of combination 
Which was outlined as a probable 
Outcome in this column a few days 
ago if the integration issue became 
involved—that is, Northern Repub- 
licans, principally from the Mid- 
west, who are against federal] aid 
te school construction on principle 
and Southern Democrats who are 
adamantly opposed to any attempt 
to enforce school integration by 
withholding of federal funds and 
Opposed as well to federal aid.

This was to’ say that Lane was sorry that he ever thought in 
such terms, to say that there was no truth in the story that Musial 
was on the market, to say to Musial: ‘“‘Who, me trade you? Don’t 
be foolish.”’ 


—Musial Wouldn’t Have Reported 


But there was a trade in the works. It was to involve Robin 
Roberts and Musial. Somehow the word got to Musial. This is 
when the story came out that Musial was threatening to quit the 
game. If the trade had gone through, it's doubtful that Musial 
would ‘ever have reported to his new club. 

For the first time in his life, Musial knew the feeling of inse- 
curity. No one had ever, given serious thought to the prospect that 
there could be a St. Louis Cardinal team without Musial. They had 
seemed inseparable all these years. 

“I’m looking forward to many more years of pleasant associa- 
tion with him,’”’ Lane said at Touchdown Club luncheon. This was 
to say, ‘‘That trade, Stan. It wasn’t so.”’ 

Musial was brought in from the outfield for the funda- 
mental reason that he can’t make the plays any more out 
there. The arm is no longer a gun. It has paid the toll of the 
years. He no longer covers the ground he covered. Against his 
will, Stan Musial is compromising with the years. 

It is not pleasant. It is more unpleasant when the second-hand 
word gets around that the management is disappointed in you, 
that there is a deal, that there really is no sentiment in baseball 
after all. 

“This is a heartless game,” a veteran writer told Musial. 

“TI know that,’’ Musial said. ‘‘There’s no sentiment in this 
game, but it hurts when you learn about it this way.” 


—In Violation of Spring Philosophy 

It is strange that Lane should have gone into a trading tailspin 
with the Cardinals in violation of his spring philosophy. 

“This is different,” he told me one day in March. “This is not 
the White Sox of 1948. This time I have some ball players.” 

Then he told of asking waivers on all the White Sox as he 
took charge in ’48, and how only two players were claimed, 
Howie Judson, a pitcher now in the minors, and Cass Michaels, 
an infielder now skulled into retirement. 

“But now I’ve got Musial, Schoendienst, Moon, Haddix, Mi- 
zell. . . ."” And he named off his new Cards with pride. This was 
to explain his inactivity on the trading market. There was really 
no suitable explanation for the one deal he had already made, 
Brooks Lawrence and Sonny Senerchia for Jackie Collum. Law- 
rence is now 12-0 with the Reds, and an All-Star here today. Col- 
lum, a little man of iron, is nevertheless no starting pitcher, nor 
has he ever been. 

“The least he-could have done,’ groaned a St. Louis sports 
writer, ‘‘was wait until spring and see how Lawrence worked out. 
There was no rush for Collum.” ‘ 

Once Lane broke the seal on the new deck, however, he 
began to trade as if addicted. The Cardinals who were once 
contenders are now eight games out. 

‘I can’t field for them or swing the bat for them or pitch for 
them, They’ve got 'to qo something for themselves,” he said 
grumpily at lunch Monday. This came after bitter Sunday defeat 
by the Cincinnati All-Stars, who managed on four hits, 

Lane has respected Musial only as a sacred cow whom he dare 
not touch for fear of the fierce reactionaries. He had discovered 
Musial untouchable only through the infantile process of touching. 
It is now quite possible that he has touched The Man into retire- 
ment when the season is done. Musial finds there is something 
most undesirable about the strange new feeling of insecurity.

NEW YORK, July 9 (Ph—-Ted 
Williams celebrates the 10th an- 
niversary of the greatest one- 
man show in All-Star history 
today—on the eve of the great 
slugger’s 12th and possibly last 
appearance in the mid-summer 
classic. 

It was just 10 years ago today 
that Williams staged his spec- 
tacular batting spree to pace 
the American League in the 
most one-sided of all 22 classics. 

The 27-year-old star ham- 
mered out four hits in four tries 
—two homers and two singles— 
and drove in five rurts before a 
home crowd of 34,906 at Bos- 
ton’s Fenway Park. 

In some respects that day 
marked the peak of Williams’ 
brilliant career. No player, be- 


at the end of the season Ted 
was to be acclaimed the 
league’s most valuable player. 

Tuesday, a decade later, the 
3i-year-old Williams will take 
the field for the American 
League for perhaps the last 
time. Harrassed by advancing 
age and a variety of physical 
ailments, he is no longer the 
“Terrible Teddy” of yesteryear. 
The end of his great career is 
definitely in sight but don’t be 
surprised if he still has one 
great All-Star show left in him. 

For, through the years, few 
players have responded to the 
glitter and the hoopla of these 
All-Star shows more spectacu- 
larly than Williams. He shows 
a brilliant .375 batting average 
for his previous 11 appearances

Operating expense for 1955 was 
$3,495,000—an increase of $257,000 
over the previous year.

Drops Cotton 


NEW YORK, July 9 (#—Cotton 
futures closed 35 to 95 cents a 
bale lower today. The market 


was higher at the start but turned 
lower after the Department of 
Agriculture reported 1956 cotton 
acreage on July 1 at 16,962,000 
acres. Traders had looked for 
around 16,100,000 to 16,400,000 
acres. 

A leading spot firm increased 
its selling of old-crop July dur- 
ing the afternoon, partly against 
purchases of near by December 
and March. This in turn brought 
July liquidation from other 
sources. There was only one July 
transferable notice issued at New 
York today, the first so far in 
that market. 

The acreage report jolted trade 
hopes that the stepped-up export 
program and a smaller 1956 acre- 
age allotment might bring some 
reduction in surplus stocks next 
season. On the basis of the aver- 
age five-year yield, the 1956 crop 
would approximate 11,200,000 
bales, while at the record yield of 
last year the crop would ‘be some 
14,300,000 bales.
